For the second time in two 
months, the Wilmington Planning 
Board took action to revoke lot 
teleases on houselots remaining in 
a local subdivision. 

On Tuesday, planners voted una- 
nimously to revoke lot releases on 
seven lots in the Allenhurst Farm 
subdivision off Woburn Street to 
prevent further occupancy in the 
development. None of the lots have 
a certificate of occupancy nor were 
they purchased by a third party 
buyer. In June, the board took 
similar action on the Waterford 
Estates development. 

There are three families cur- 
rently living in the unfinished Al- 
lenhurst Farm subdivision, There 
are eight homes left to be built as 
well as other work like hot top on 
the main road that has to be done. 
Planners want all work completed 
to their specifications before other 
families move into the project. 

Seveloper James Banda, Jr. was. 
building the subdivision when his 
bonding company, United Ameri- 
can Surety, went bankrupt leaving 
him without a bond to complete 
roadway and other work in the 
development, 

At this week's board meeting, 
planners considered rescinding 
approval of the subdivision to 
force Banda's bank, the Lowell 
Five, to enter into a tri-party 
agreement to finish the work. Jim 
Hall, Lowell Five's attorney, said 
the bank has no intention of 
entering into such an agreement 
and picking up the entire $110,000 
required as a bond by the town 
engineer, The bank already has 
invested $800,000 in the form of a 
first mortgage on the property. 
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Planners suggested that the bank 
might want to work something out 
with the town and developer to 
protect its investment. 

“We didn't buy the risk of the 
bonding company; the planning 
board did," said Hall adding the 
financial burden of the roadway 
shouldn't fall on the bank.

Members of the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission last 
week voted unanimously to issue a 
certificate of compliance to a local 
developer despite the fact that he 
still had to do some filling work on 
one more lot. 

Developer James Banda orig- 
inally requested a partial certificate 
for four lots in the Allenhurst 
Farm subdivision off Woburn 
Street. The board unanimously 
granted that request on We 
nesday.

Roussel noted Banda had done all 
required work including putting up 
erosion controls and adding repli- 
cation and detention areas. Roussel 
added that he trusted Banda to 
follow specifications on the re- 
maining filling work on lot six. 


"We know who we're dealing 
with. He will protect his word to 
the commission," said Roussel,

ministrator Eileen Chabot, refer-

Banda said that according to his 
estimates, it would take about 
$70,000 to finish the road and 
remaining work. The town engi- 
neer based his $110,000 figure on 
state rates and the fact that the 
work would have to go out to bid. 


- The original bond on the project 


was $120,000, 

The board voted unanimously to 
revoke the lot releases. By doing 
that, members hoped to either 
force Lowell Five to agree to a 
tri-party arangement or to pave the 
way for a third party to take over 
the subdivision. and place a new 
bond on the development. The 
restriction will only be removed 
and lots released for sale when the 
roadwork is finished. Board 
Chairman Dick Longo, who lives 
in the project, did not participate in 
any discussion or vote on the 
subdivision. 


Neighbors raise stink over 


plans for sewer pumping

Plans to build a wastewater pum- 
ping station in a utility easement 
near Park Street brought out about 
20 residents opposed to the station 
at last week's meeting of the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission. 

The pumping station is one of two 
slated to be built during the 
installation of 7.25 miles of sewer 
pipe in the Northeast Interceptor 
project. The second station will be 
located on Concord Street. 

The new sewer line will service 
the eastern part of town from Main 
and Lowell Streets to West Street, 
Salem Street, Concord Street, 
Federal Street, Woburn Street, and 
the industrial area on Fordham 
Road. The route of the sewer line 
was originally outlined in the 
town's 1954 Master Sewer Plan. 

Engineers from Fay, Spofford, 
and Thorndike, who are working 
on the project with the local water 
and sewer commission, came 
before conservation officials 
Wednesday on a notice of intent. 
According to figures prepared by 
Conservation Administrator Bileen 
Chabot, the proposed sewer line 
will impact 14 wetlands resource 
areas including 110,700 square feet 
of wetlands, 5,400 square feet of 
land under waterbodies and water- 
ways, 5,400 square feet of banks, 
and 107,300 square feet of buffer 
zone. 

The engineers assured commis- 
sioners they were trying to 
minimize impact to wetlands and 
conservation land and trying to 
keep the line as much as possible on 
town property. Money will be 
saved by putting the sewer line in 
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now since water and sewer 
commissioners will be working 
closely with railroad officials, who 
are building a second rail line 
along part of the sewer route. The 
sewer project is expected to go out 
to bid in October. 

Residents in the vicinity of Park 
Street questioned why the pumping 
station couldn't be located on 
another street like Concord Street 
or Fordham Road. They also 
questioned the reliability, proximi- 
ty, and noise generated by such a 
station. 

"Why so close to Park Street? 
Why Park Street, period?" asked 
Dan Ballou, Sr. 

Project Manager Emile Hamway 
and Arthur Smith, chairman of the 
Water and Sewer Commissioners, 


explained Concord Street would be 
out of the question because of 
hydraulics. Smith added Concord 
Street is too close to marshlands 
which are the headlands of the 
Ipswich River. Hamway said 
engineers, however, could take a 
second look at the station's 
location, 

Ida Rideout, of the Park Street 
Residents’ Association, noted the 
pumping station would be located 
close to a brook feeding into 
Martins Pond. She said she feared 
industrial sewage would "bubble 
up" and spill out and affect the 
wetlands. She referred to a similar 
incident which she said occurred at 
the Pilcher Drive station off Salem 
Street. 

Smith said that malfunction was 


Why build it 
on Park Street?

Why are the Water and Sewer 
Commissioners planning a sewage 
pumping station near Park Street? 

Chairman Arthur Smith told the 
Town Crier that the sewer system 
works by gravity. Everything has 
to flow downhill, or else be 
pumped. Occasionally pumping 
stations are needed, but engineers 
try to avoid them unless they are 
absolutely necessary, because of 
the cost. 

In the case of the Northeast 
Interceptor Sewer, the plans call 
for all sewage from the area east 
of Route 93 to flow downhill to 
the Park Street™station. That 


station will then pump it through a 
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force main uphill and across Route 
93. Near the Woburn Street 
School, gravity will take over. 

This means that some of Park 
Street will actually have sewage 
flowing two ways, once the area is 
completely sewered. A gravity 
main will serve the homes on Park 
Street, and carry’ the sewage 
downhill, to the east. The pumping 
station will then carry it uphill, to 
the west. 

Although new streets have been 
added, the plan basically follows a 
Master Sewer Plan developed in 
1954. That plan has not changed in 
its general concept of sewage 
flowing by gravity from one 
sector of town to another, 
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station 


due to a clogged sewer pipe and 
took place two and a half blocks 
from the pumping station. Water 
and Sewer Supt. Paul Duggan 
invited those present to visit the 
existing station, He added he has 
had no noise or odor complaints on 
that station. 

Hamway assured commissioners 
and abutters there would be several 
safeguards built into the reinforced 
concrete station to be built below 
ground. He said the station would 
actually contain two pumps: one to 
handle all the sewage and one to act 
as a standby in case anything 
happens to the first pump. Hamway 
explained a diesel engine driven 
generator will automatically kick 
in if there is a power failure and 
high water alarms would be in 
place in case of an emergency. 

“We have never had a mechanical 
failure in any of our systems," 
explained Smith, He went on to say 
the only real problem has been 
with vandals. 

Conservation Commissioner Bill 
MacKinnon and Chairman Gary 
Mercer asked that the infiltration 
issue be addressed. Mercer 
explained if the ground water 
infiltrates into the sewer pipes 
from the town's aquifer system, 
Wilmington could lose some of its 
wetlands. Hamway admitted there 
would be some infiltration but that 
would be offset by water coming 
into the aquifer system from other 
areas. He said all pipes would be 
tested and maintained to "very 
stringent standards" to try to 
prevent problems. 

Lorraine Ballou questioned the 
legality of locating the pumping 
station 180 feet from the nearest 
abutters. She said the Tambone 
Corporation, which formerly 
owned property where the 
Shriners’ Auditorium is situated, 
promised abutters a 300 foot 
buffer zone. 

"You're going back on a 
promise," she said. 

Mercer explained the hearing 
would be continued to allow the 
board to digest the proposal and 
impacts to wetlands and wildlife

‘Cherry sheet' shows 
$820k cut in state aid 


by Arlene Surprenant 

There were no real surprises in 
the “cherry sheets" received by 
Wilmington administrators last 
Wednesday, according to Town 
Manager Michael Caira. 

The "cherry sheet" is a document 
issued by the Mass. Dept. of 
Revenue giving the total of 
estimated amounts a municipality 
will receive from the state. Printed 
on pink paper, the "cherry sheet" 
summarizes state assessments and 
charges, such as county assessments 
and MBTA assessments. 

"In general, it was pretty much 
what we expected. We were right 
in the ball park," Caira told this 
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paper Tuesday. 

According to state figures, Wil- 
mington will be receiving 
$820,000 less ig state aid in fiscal 
1992. That amount includes 
$220,000 already cut from the 
budget at the June town meeting, 
$10,000 in state assessments over 
FY 1991, and an additional 
$600,000 deficit already projected 
by the town manager, 

Caira said it was significant that 
Wilmington received over $6.4 
million in local aid in fiscal 1990 
and the figure was reduced to $4.2 
million for FY 1992. He said it was 
"incredible" that the town is being 
asked to sustain a $2.2 million 
reduction in only two short years. 
To offset the loss in state aid, Caira 
said town and school admini- 
strators have been forced into 
"downsizing," especially by not 
filling staff positions as they 
become vacant. 

The local tax situation is still 
uncertain at this time since it is not 
known whether legislators will 
override Governor William 
Weld's veto of the tax overlay 
provision. Caira said he can only 
wait the situation out. However, he 
added, "there doesn't seem to be 
much hope in that direction.

ConCom seeks

Conservation commissioners in 
Wilmington were in a quandary 
last Wednesday over a proposal to 
build two homes with septic 
systems off Woburn Street. 

Landowner Robert Scarano was 
before the commission at a con- 
tinued public hearing on a notice of 
intent to develop his property. At 
past meetings commissioners, as 
well as Arthur Smith of the Water 
and Sewer Commission, raised 
questions on flooding problems in 
the area of nearby Hathaway Road, 
possible contami- nation to the 
Brown's Crossing wellfield, and 
impact to nearby wetlands. 

Scarano said Wednesday he has 
tried to meet all of the board's 
concerns. He said he has provided 
more area for replication of the 
wetlands, he plans to build a clay 
barrier to prevent runoff and 
possible contamination problems, 
and he was willing to plant rose 
bushes as a buffer. When 
questioned, Conservation Admin- 
istrator Eileen Chabot agreed a 
clay barrier could be effective in 
preventing runoff from flowing 
into Brown's Crossing. 

Some commissioners, like Bill 
MacKinnon, said they were still 


“uneasy” over the project. 

Arthu? Smith had asked pre- 
viously that the board not consider 
Scarano's proposal until his 
property is hooked into the new 
sewer line, 

"This is not the appropriate time 
to be building; he has no city 
sewerage," argued Smith. He 
pointed out, too, the area often 
becomes "a lake" in the spring due 
to the high water table. Smith said 
Scarano's’plan will just compound 
the existing flooding problem. 

Scarano refuted the chairman's 
claim. He said soil analysis shows 
no sign of flooding in the area. He 
later added that any back-up of 
water was due to blocked culverts. 

Tom Roussell said the com- 
mission needed time to review the 
botanist's report, He asked Smith to 
obtain facts to prove his claims 
about pollution and other impacts 
so the board could have some 
information to refute the data 
presented by Scarano and his 
engineer. Smith said his board's 
experts would review the site and 
impact of the development and get 
back to the commission. 

The hearing was continued to 
August 21 at 7:30 p.m. at town 
hall.

Social Security taxes are taking 

an ever bigger chunk out of your 
income. The rate is.up to.7.65 
percent for employees and - worse 
yet - 15.3 percent for. the 
self-employed. The wage base for 
this year is $53,400: the FICA 
reduction is taken for all income up 
to that figure, 
. However, higher income is not 
completely: free of the Social 
Security tax bite. The Medicare 
portion of the 7.65 percent tax - 
1.45 percent for employees, 2.9 
percent for the self-employed - is 
taken out on income up to 
$125,000. The wage base for both 
taxes is expected to rise. 

What you can do to save is to 
utilize as many adjustments to 
income as you can that reduce your 
taxable income.

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Cholesterol: It's 
in the blood 


Any member of the Rotary Club 
of Wilmington who doesn't know 
what his or her cholesterol reading 
happens to be, just does not have an 
excuse. 


The Rotary ineeting of July 24 
was in the hands of two young 
ladies from the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington; Karen 
Gray, RN and Julie Daly, a 
registered dietician, had 44 
Rotarians on hand, as they 
discussed high cholesterol, the 
causes and the tests. 

Heart disease is the number one 
killer for adults, Julie Daly told the 
Rotarians, It reaches one in five 
males over the age-of 60. 

Heart disease can be controlled, 
she said. No smoking, keep your 
blood pressure down, and watch 
your cholesterol level. The 
peoreer! level should be 200 or 
Eight years ago the rule was a 
cholesterol level of 210 plus in age, 
Julie told the club, Two years ago 
that was changed by’a big push to 
get the cholesterol level below 200. 

The thing that makes a good 
cholesterol level better, she said, is 
exercise, Cut down your weight, 
cut down your sugar, and cut down 
your alcohol, Reduce your intake 
of red meat, eggs, and whole milk. 

Animal fats, high cholesterol, 
should not be eaten, no red meat, 
no eggs. Saturated fats, coconut 
and palm oil, solid at room 
temperature, are bad for your 
heart. 

Polyunsaturated fats are good for 
your heart. You have to watch for 
the total fat in your diet, It is quite 
complicated, 

You are still getting cholesterol 
in baked goods like crackers and 
potato chips. The majfufacturer 
may use terms on the container for 
potato chips which will convince 
you it is good to eat, but you are

Karen is a state approved 
tester for high cholesterol in the 
blood, and she had her testing 
machine with her. 

Among other things Karen has 
been testing young people, in the 
elementary classes of Wilmington, 
for their cholesterol levels. 

The tests each take three minutes, 
Karen pricks the finger of her 
subject and squeezes a little blood, 
to be tested. All the tests are 
accurate, the Rotarians were told. 

The visit by Julie and Karen to 
Wilmington Rotary was the first in 
a number of visits to be made, by 
personnel from the Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington, a 
part of Winchester Hospital. The 
Rotarians were told they could 
look forward to visits of about 
once a month from the Regional 
Health Center.

Town to apply for 
small cities grant

The Town of Wilmington is 
applying for a Small Cities Grant 
which could provide up to a 
million dollars in benefits to low or 
moderate-income residents. 

According to Planning Director 
Lynn Duncan, the Small Cities 
Grant program is one of the few 
remaining such programs around. 
The program is funded by federal 
dollars which are funneled through 
the state Executive Office of 
Communities and Development. 

Duncan told members of the Wil- 
mington Planning Board Tuesday 
the money is to be used to benefit 
low and moderate-income resi- 
dents of a community. The funds 
can be used in several ways: to 
rehabilitate housing to provide 
decent living conditions, for social 
service activities, for public infra- 
structure tied to housing rehabi- 
litation, and for economic 
development’ activities like loan 
programs. 

According to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, Wilmington hopes 
to use the grant to help 


ers who meet the income 

guidelines to renovate or otherwise 
take care of their homes. In 
addition, because of the high rate 
of unemployment in town, Caira 
hopes to obtain funds to address 
that problem. He told this paper he 
would like to help unemployed 
residents by building up their 
interview skills, helping residents 
network, and establishing a local 
job bank, among other things. 

“There's no guarantee we'd get 
the grant, However, I'm pretty 
confident we can make a good case 
for qualifying," the manager said. 

Duncan asked members of her 
board to accompany her to the 
selectmen's meeting on August 12 
to go over the proposed uses for 
the funds. She said a tentative 
public hearing has been set for 
August 29 to discuss the grant 
application in more detail. 

Planners said they support the 
application, especially since it 
means the town is taking an active 
approach rather than a reactionary 
approach to a problem.

Governor William F, Weld was flanked by his public health 
echelon in Roxbury on Monday as he initiated, true to his 
campaigti pledge, a plan to make condoms available in 
Massachusetts public schools, part of a comprehensive sex 
education curriculum focusing on sexually-transmitted diseases. 

Ironically, some political observers attribute Weld's G.O.P. 
convention loss last year to his support for condom distribution. 
But today, the Weld agenda of fiscal conservatism and social 

is gaining grassroots momentum, and the progressive 
concept of counseling sexually-active teenagers with real 
protection may be overshadowing the morality plays of days 
gone by, especially as sexually transmitted diseases among teens 
rises dramatically. 

Weld's home of Cambridge is the only Bay State school system 
where condom distribution occurs. The governor announced 
Monday that a pilot program will begin shortly in Lowell where 
condoms will be distributed on a voluntary basis. The Weld 
program is predicated on local option. "We believe in 
empowerment, giving people options," said the governor as he 
launched the Teen Health Program. 

Joining Weld at the Monday health campaign kick-off were 
“peer leaders" from around the state. The Teen Health Program 
incorporates peer leadership, whereby trained students reach 
out to fellow classmates and educate on how to avoid sexually 
transmitted diseases. One fifth of all current AIDS cases 
contracted \the virus during their teens according to the 
Department of Public Health. The Weld Administration is so 
concerned with this impending health crisis that they've 
appointed a new adolescent health coordinator, Richard Taffel, 
introduced to the public by Governor Weld on Monday. 

But can government sell the idea of condom distribution in 
suburbia? 

"Communities that feel they have immunity are mistaken", 
said Public Health Commissioner Dr. David Mulligan in an 
interview with the Town Crier. "Sexual disease is in every 
town in the Commonwealth," he said, noting that the number of 
teens infected with the AIDS virus is growing, and syphilis and 
gonorrhea are at "very high levels among young people.” 

The advocates of ‘traditional values’ have argued steadfastly 
that any comprehensive condom distribution program can only 
have a destructive impact, encouraging the same permiscuous 
behavior causing the diseases we wish to avoid, But the public 
health commissioner, agreeing that "abstinence is the preferred 
choice," said that "We need education programs for those that 
are active." Said Mulligan, "There is a serious problem here 
and we can't hide our heads in the sand." 

Will Protect Teen Health be coming to Wilmington? "Clearly 
the demographics of the suburban school systems are vastly 
different from those of the urban areas,” said Superintendent 
Bill Fay. True, Cambridge is different from Wilmington, and 
Roxbury is a far cry from Tewksbury. But statistics, such as the 
35 percent increase in teen pregnancy state wide, may tip the 
scales of traditional teachings and reality, in realty's favor, Our 
inability to talk about sex has to give way to the reality of what 
will happen if we don't. 

Briefly in Politics ... 

Tewksbury Selectman Tom Camara might need a local civics 
lesson. The unabashed board member dug into Conservation 
Commission Chairman Bill Hallisey last week, voting against 
Hallisey's reappointment because Tewksbury has the "sixth 
worst record” in the state for "filling and loss" of wetlands. But 
under Massachusetts law the conservation commission grants 
permits only for construction within 100 feet of wetlands. 
Special permits to fill are approved by the selectmen only. 
Hallisey was reappointed on a 3-2 vote as Ann Looney joined 
Camara's dissent, exclaiming "outrageous" when she lost the 
vote. 

Wilmington Appeals Board associate member Louis Farkas, 
Jr. just said no, Tabbed last week for full membership on the 
board, Farkas joins colleague John Garrett in refusing to fill 
the shoes of Neil Buckley, Buckley was unexpectedly 
demoted by the selectmen on June 24, triggering a whirlwind of 
controversy. Farkas has reportedly authored a letter to the 
selectmen similar to that delivered by Garrett last week, 
praising Buckley and calling for reinstatement of the veteran 
board member. Selectman Mark Haldane unsuccessfully 
moved for that reconsideration at his last board meeting, and 
said this week that he'll try again should Farkas formally turn 
down the post. 

A last-minute legal threat against the Town of Tewksbury may 
have been the reason for tabling a high appointment at the fire 
department. The June 11 selectmen's agenda scheduled the 
appointment of George Yost as fire captain, succeeding John 
Cuneo who recently retired, But at the last minute Town 
Manager David Cressman tabled the’ appointment, reportedly 
due to a letter received from Yost's attorney the day before. The 
letter threatened litigation if Yost were not promoted, 
"Cressman does not want the appearance that the appointment 
Aer made because of an attorney's threat," said a source at town 

all. 

Meanwhile, other public safety promotions are up for grabs at 
the Tewksbury Police Department where four sergeants 
will be appointed from a civil service list of nine qualified 
patrolmen, 

A hearing was held last Friday at Cambridge Superior Court 
on the appeal by Mike McCoy io dismiss assault and battery 
charges filed by the district attorngy. The charges stem from an 
alleged assault by McCoy against Selectman Bob Cain, 
hospitalized on November 13, 1989 for a broken nose, bruises 
and lacerations. The judge took McCoy's appeal under 
advisement and is expected to issue a decision shortly. 

Were the protestations of Wilmington Selectmen Chet Bruce 
and Mark Haldane heard on Beacon Hill this week? Just as the 
local leaders were condemning recent pay raises at the 
Massachusetts Water Resources Authority (MWRA), lawmakers 
in Boston have decided to try to take matters into their own 
hands. Senators Christopher Lane (R) and Paul Harolti (D) 
have filed a bill to castrate the all-powerful MWRA board of 
directors, transferring budget authority to the 68 member 
advisory board and requiring the Department of Public Utilities 
to approve afl rate changes. Fifty legislators have already 
jumped on board, and Wilmington State Senator Bob Buell (R) 
said he will offer an amendment which could save the town 
substantially on sewer fees. "My main gripe is that Wilmington 
is assessed on a per capita basis rather than a household basis. It 

is grossly unfair," said Buell.

Open letter to the Chief of Police 

Dear Sir: 

I am concerned because o f your 
department's charge against a set of 
Wilmington parents for serving 
their son alcohol. Let me preface 
my problem with a family history 
as it relates to my 19-year-old son 
and his drinking attitude. 

He did not learn from his parents 
that beer and/or alcohol needed to 
be an important and necessary part 
of his life. 

The last time his father had a six- 
pack in our refrigerator was 
pre-1970, He was born 1971. I 
have had wine here at home, and he 
has certainly observed my enjoying 
a glass of wine after work and 
before bed. It was not an abuse. 
Even that has ceased during the last 
three years, 

We do not socialize or entertain 
friends or family with alcohol. 

In short, my son's attitude about 
drinking was not learned at home, 
but he is certainly bringing it 
home. 

He and a few. of his friends will 
hang out in my driveway. They are 
not very noisy. I have heard of no 
neighbor complaints. Rarely are 
they here after midnight. In short, 
I have not heard they are a 
problem. 

My problem, however, is they 
have beer with them. They do not 
ask my permission, I do not buy it 
for them. It gets into their hands, 
and they bring it here. I have asked 
my son to get it out of here. It 
keeps coming back somehow, 
through someone. 

Tell me, how do I protect myself 
from criminal charges from your 
department? Will you help me 
police my private property? 

I will be very glad to call the 
Police Pepareeat whenever I 
observe this from this point on, and 
you can help my husband and me 
assert parental control over our 
young adult male child and friends 
if that is your advice. 

We (my son and I, because I love 
him very much and care about the 
direction he takes) have a $2,000 
car insurance bill each year to 
register a $100 car, because the 
Police Department has hit him with 


“ speeding tickets for being five 


miles over the limit, 10 miles over 
and 15 miles over on one occasion. 
The overall penalty for these 
offenses is excessive. He was 
penalized again for not being able 
to afford safety equipping a car, 
and then another debatable incident 
about an unregistered vehicle. He 
says he had another day to get it 
registered; your man said he did 
not. My son did not know how to 
protect himself through our system 
with the appeals process, and his 
parents were tied down to another 
problem. This month he was 
stopped for driving while under. 
An unbiased third party observed 
the tape the officer took during the 
arrest and said it was a borderline 
call as to his being. drunk, The 
lawyer advised a guilty plea to 
assure only a six month license 
suspension. It's this family's 
opinion that my son has been 
harassed by your department. 

I would very much like to have 
the opportunity to see this tape 
along with my son. Please let me 
know if this can be arranged. 

Therefore, any socfal services 
your department can provide me 
will be greatly appreciated. As of 
today, any Proposition 2 1/2 
override for the Police Department 
has a "NO" vote from me. You cost 
me too much already. When "I 
read his lips," it said "No more 
taxes." I didn't realize that left a 
free reign for all kinds of fines and 


< users’ fees and other creative 
financing methods. We are a 
family that was hit with the 
Massachusetts bust in 1988 and 
trying to make recovery. I cannot 
tell whether my son is impeding 
our recovery or whether it's the 
Wilmington Police Department. 
I look forward to hearing from 
you.

thought, My phone number is 
published, and I would hear from 
other's through the telephone 
rather than the press.

I would like to thank Senator 
Robert Buell of Boxford for his 
recent vote in the Massachusetts 
Senate in favor of an amendment 
offered by Senator Brian Lees 
(R-East Longmeadow) on the 
important subject of prescription 
drug abuse. 

Prescription drug abuse is a 
serious concem in Massachusetts. 
Statistics show that over one third 
of the drug abuse related visits to 
Massachusetts hospital emergency 
rooms have been the result of the 
abuse of legal prescription drugs. 
The United States Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration (DEA) states 
that "Abuse of prescription drugs 
results in more injuries and deaths 
to the American people than result 
from all illegal drugs combined." 

During the recent debate in the 
Massachusetts Senate on the Fiscal 
Year 1992 budget, Senator Lees 
proposed an amendment that would 
begin to address this problem in 
Massachusetts by establishing an 
effective prescription monitoring 
system that would cover both 
Schedule II and Schedule IV drugs, 
which are the most widely abused, 
and the most addictive prescription 
drugs. 

The amendment would have 
established an electronic prescrip- 
tion monitoring system that-would 
utilize a special serialized prescrip- 
tion pad for the effected drugs. 
Similar prescription systems have 
been utilized in other states with 
much success. These prescription 
monitoring systems have resulted 
in a great reduction in the use of 
illegal and forged prescriptions 
which are often sold “on the 
streets," while not affecting the 
legitimate users of prescription 
drugs. 9 

Senator Buell should be 
applauded by the citizens in his 
district for voting in favor of this 
amendment. While the proposal 
was defeated during the budget 
process, there is legislation pending 
in the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee which could be 
amended to provide Massachusetts 
with an effective prescription 
monitoring system to help stop the 
abuse of prescription drugs. Now 
that the budget process has been 
completed, I urge the Legislature 
to act on the important public 
health and public safety issue of 
prescription drug abuse.

The Spanish invasion

‘The month is over. During the 
last four weeks I have attempted to 
Put together a story on the visit of 
27 Spanish students to Tewksbury 
and Wilmington. They've gone 
home. 

They're arrival was without 
fanfare. They emerged from the 
bus, one by one. The host families 
stood holding signs with their 
names, some with plain block 
letters, others were quite elaborate. 
“Welcome home, Diego!” was one.

On the day of their arrival my 
friend Jim warned me of his 
experience a few years back. He 
found the students would keep to 
themselves.

One student was not yet placed in 
a, home,, I prevailed, upon Jim. 
Silvia came to stay for three weeks.

On Monday after missing the bus 
departure in Tewksbury, Jim made 
a fast trip to Logan to see his 
“Spanish daughter” off. They had 
been bumped up to an earlier 
flight, he missed her again, His 
heart was broken again. 

The organizer, Jodi Templer had 
provided at least three field trips 
each week. The students had 
English classes every weekday 
morning. There were cookouts and 
dances. There was the Fourth of 
July. 

Trips included the National 
Historic Park in Lowell, Georges 
Island in Boston Harbor, Harvard 
Square, Water Country and 
Hampton, Beach. During free days

many of the families got together 
and went to North Conway, 
Newburyport and Salem. Some of 
the favorite destinations were the 
Burlington Mall, Pheasant Lane

My friend was right. Teenagers 
are teenagers. But, I'm convinced 
some are better than others, After 
hosting a cookout/water balloon 
war, I can say that the house is still 
standing. There were 20 or so 
Spanish teens, an equal number of 
Americans and several parents, 
The temperature was in the 
nineties. The kitchen floor was two 
inches deep in mud. The back yard 
was deeper. Then they cleaned it all 
up. 

As the afternoon wore on, the 
parents started wondering how to 
fill the time. They would be happy 
to sit and sip iced coffee and 
lemonade, but the ‘teens? Inside, 
Diego was at the piano and they all 
sang along for two hours! 

They sang traditional Spanish 
songs, Rock and Roll, Christmas 
carols, The Star Spangled Banner 
and Yankee Doodle in Spanish.

Dear Larz: 

How will the residents of 
Wilmington deal with our waste 
disposal problems as we head 
toward the year 2000? The 
Wilmington Recycling Advisory 
Committee is investigating this 
very issue and will make a 
recommendation for a course. of 
action at an October 1991 Board of 
Selectmen meeting. 

To assist this investigation, the 
committee is looking at as many 
alternatives as possible. These 
include _curbside_collection—of- 
recyclables and a drop-off center 
for recyclables; mandatory 
compared to voluntary curbside 
collection; and sticker programs to 
replace the present waste pickup 
scheme, The goal is to improve our 
current program and fully serve. 
the needs of the community in the 
future while controlling costs for 
rubbish disposal. 

One essential objective in 
formulating these 
recommendations is receiving as 
much input from residents as 
possible. The committee wants to 
know what you think. I ask that you 
please contact the Wilmington 
Recycling Advisory Committee no 
later than August 31, 1991 with 
your comments and suggestions so 
that we may review them for 
inclusion in our proposal.

The inch and a quarter of rain 
over the weekend was a boon to 
gardeners, after a long hot dry 
spell. Hose watering is fine, but can 
never completely substitute for a 
good soaking rain. 

A Wilmington gardener writes in. 
part, "...every year about this time 
Thave a problem with blossom end 
rot on my Big Boy tomato plants. 1 
know you touched on this last year, 
but I'm still not clear on what 
causes this annoying problem, and 
what can be done to avoid it. Any 
clarification you can offer will be 
appreciated." 

Blossom but rot is a very 
common non parasitic disorder 
with tomatoes. I categorize it as 
short term aggravation as opposed 
to a major problem, since blossom 
end rot will spoil a few tomatoes, 
but will not damage the plants, A 
water soaked spot first appears at 
the blossom end (as opposed to the 
stem end) of the tomato when the 
fruit is about half sized. The spot 
swells and browns until it covers a 
third or more of the surface, after 
which the infected area turns. 
blackish and leathery, This 
problem characteristically strikes 
during or just after a long dry 
spell, and sometimes appears after 
rainy periods, 

A calcium deficiency is the 
chemical cause of the trouble, but 
this condition is aggravated by 
excessive water or nitrogen. If you 
have not checked your soil Ph for 
several years, do so soon. If your 
soil measures less than a Ph of 6.0, 
conditions are further enhanced 
for the appearance of blossom end

rot. If your soil is found to be too 
acid (meaning below 6.0) use about 
half a pound of ground limestone 
(which contains calcium) per 
square feet to raise the reading one 
unit. Such an application will last 
for three years. One further 
suggestion; the Big Boy types of 
tomatoes are rather succeptable to 
this problem. Next spring, plant a 
variety which is resistant to b.e.r., 
and those include Olympic, 
Summer Prolific and Flora-Dade. 

Still on tomatoes, a Tewksbury 
gardener called the other evening 
to say that the flower blossoms on 
her plants have been dropping off 
just as they are maturing. What, 
she asks, can she do to achieve fruit 
set? This condition is referred to 
appropriately enough as blossom 
drop. Also not uncommon, this 
problem may occur where soil 
moisture is low and plants are 
subjected to unusually hot, drying 
winds, Such conditions can prevent 
blossoms from setting fruit. Large 
fruited types, such as the common 
beefsteak varieties are’ especially 
succeptable to blossom drop under 
such conditions. This is usually a 
short term problem, which tends to 
disappear when temperatures and 
soil and moisture conditions come 
into balance, If you are not already 
doing so, spray your tomato 
flowers with a synthetic hormone - 
"Blossom Set" is a good one, 
available in most garden centers - 
and I'm sure you'll see a 
difference immediately. 

All in all, this has been a good 
growing season for tomatoes and 
most gardeners are now producing 
nice looking fruits.

Outdoors column 


Two worlds around us 


by Bill Conlon 

There are two worlds around us, 
every 24 hours. One of the worlds 
we see, the other we don't. 

Humans prefer the bright half of 
the day-night cycle, giving us the 
title of "diurnal" creatures. But the 
other half of the cycle is just as busy 
as the daytime. 

Actually, the cycle isn't exactly 
half-and-half, except for the Vernal 
and Autumnal Equinoxes-Only-on- 
those two events, are the day and 
night of equal length. Sunrise on 
Saturday, August 3, will at 5:38 
a.m., and the orb will set on 8:02 
p.m. giving us actually. 14 hours, 24 
minutes of sunlight that day. Hardly 
12 and 12, is it? 

But we only see what happens on 
the sunny side of the cycle. 

What happens after dark? Plenty. 
The world comes alive at night, and 
all manner of unusual critters are 
prowling. 

There are bats, certainly, filling 
the nighttime sky. Some ponds have 
dozens, even hundreds of the flying 
bug-zappers spinning through the 
inky sky. Bats are terrific to have 
around, since they eat bugs, but you 
probably don't want to know that a 
few bats are usually circling your 
head at night, coming within inches 
of your face. ‘They do, but you'd 
rather not know that, right? 


Night is also the province of the 
beavers. Up to 40 pounds or more, 
these huge rodents paddle silently 
across the pond at night, searching 
for saplings to eat and trees to fell 
for their famous dams and lodges. 
Beavers only build dams on streams 
that are too shallow for their liking. 
An average pond may have a couple 
of beaver lodges along the shore, 
but they don't feel the need to set up 
adam, if there's enough water to let 
them swim up into the downward- 
looking entrance to the lodge. The 
beavers are scarce in the daytime, 
but at night they're everywhere. 

Oh, once upon a time, if you had a 
problem with beavers in your area, 
you could call the state and they'd 
take the critters away for stocking 
in a new location, But no more. All 
areas have beavers now. Today if 
you have a problem, say a family of 
beavers is damming the stream that 
cuts through your back yard, you'll 
have to think of your own solution. 

Another silent denizen of the dark 
is the owl. We have all kinds of owl 
in this area, from Great Horned to 
litle Screech owls. The roam the 
sky at night, but you won't see or 
hear them, in most cases 

I've heard, but haven't been able 
to prove, that owls find their prey 
not through sight, but by sound. An 
acquaintance told me that owls have 


help wanted 


their ears widely spaced along their 
skulls, giving them the ability to 
triangulate by sound at distances up 
to 200 feet away. Interesting. 


Squirrels, red and grey, bounce 
across the lawn during the day, but 
they have a cousin that avoids the 
sun -- flying squirrels. These small 
brown critters are about the size of 
a chimpunk, but with flaps of skin 
connecting their fore and aft legs. 
They don't actually fly, like a bird, 
but they will leap from one tree and 
glide on their "wings" to another. 
They're native to this area, but you 
probably have never seen one. 

Insects rule the world, no matter 
how hard we try to wipe them out, 
and there whole species are never 
found during the day, only at night. 

One large insect, called the stone 
fly, hatches only at night, They are 
big, about three inches long; with 
dirt-grey wings that extend past the 
body. If the stone flies are hatching, 
the fish will blast anything landing 
on the surface, with gusto. 

But there are too many insects at 
night to count them all, from lowly 
mosquitoes to the huge, green Luna 
moth. I've always wanted to see a 
Luna moth, but I've never found a 
single one, or even the wings that a 
spider has trimmed off. But they're 
out there, at night 

Coyotes also enjoy the night, and 
if you listen some evening, you may 
be treated to their song. Yes, right 
in this area. 

Raccoons and opossums crawling 
through your neighborhood's trash 


Night fishing 
bass runs from wild to deadly dull, 
but most nights there's nobody else 
on the pond, all is cool and quiet, 
and I'm surrounded by wildlife. 
What a way to beat the heat! Others 
are discovering the joys of night 
bass fishing, but not many. One guy 
I met works swing shift, and said he 
doesn't usually put his boat onto the 
pond until 1 a.m., then fishes until 
sunrise. 

One thing about the night -- you 
are never completely alone. There 
is a host of wildlife out there, in the 
dark, that you likely never see. 

Bats around your head, beavers 
slowly paddling by, frogs singing

Last year's tremendous increase 
forced 30,000 Medex subscribers 
to either drop or downgrade their 
health insurance. Medex III will 
cost over $1,130 this year. There 
are more than 250,000 seniors who 
cannot afford the policy and will 
have to pay for prescription drugs. 
The average cost can go as high as 
$1500 a year. They will also have 
to pay out of their income, if 
hospitalized, a doctor deductible of 


$100 and the hospital deductible of 
$628. Seniors cannot afford the 
Medex cost and they can not afford 
to pay the above cost. What can 
they do? There is a Medex Relief 
Proposal Bill (#4170) in the 
Legislature. It provides relief for 
all Medex subscribers. All seniors 
will get about $300 off their 
annual Medex premiums, Low 
income seniors will get about $300 
off their annual Medex premiums. 
Low income ‘seniors with an 
annual income under $12,000 get 
an added $250 annual premium 
reduction making Medex 
affordable to them. It also states 
future rate increases will be limited 
to the Medical inflation rate, This 
bill does not require tax increases 
or new state funding.

refrigerators, ovens, dishwashers, 
washing machines and dryers, If 
residents have any of these type 
items and wish to dispose of them, 
if should simply place the item at 

the curbside during the day of their 
“normal rubbish collection. Waste 
Management, the Town's rubbish 
collection contractor, will pick up 
the white goods and take them to 
the Town's recycling drop-off 
center located off Old Main Street 
in South Wilmington. 

Residents should not remove the 
freon, ballasts or any other items in 
the appliance as these items will be 
taken care of by the vendor 
collecting the white goods. Once 
the materials are taken to the 
drop-off center, they will be stored 
in a large roll-off container for 
collection by West Lynn Recycling 
Company. On an as needed basis, 
West Lynn Recycling will collect 
the white goods and transport them 
back to their facility in Lynn. 

The company will pay the Town 
$4.00 per ton for every ton of 
white goods collected. This price is 
subject to increase or decrease 
depending on the market for 
recycled metal. However, in no 
event will the Town be required to 
pay for the transportation or 
collection of these white goods. 
The Town expects to reduce the 
amount of solid waste being sent to 
the incineration facility in North 
Andover by 150-200 tons per year. 
This avoidance cost alone will save 
the Town between $9,900 and 
$13,200 annually. 


While we expect that Waste 
Management collect each of 
the white goods as they become 
apparent, there may be instances 
where certain items are missed by 
the Waste collection 
crew. If you notice that the Waste 
Management truck has been 
through your neighborhood and 
not collected your appliance, please 
contact the Public Works office at 
658-4481. You may contact them © 
‘between the hours of-7-a.m- and 
3:30 p.m. 

Many people may be wondering 
what happens to the white goods 
once they are collected by the 
recycling vendor. First off, the 
freon, ballasts and other internal 
materials that are deemed 
hazardous materials are removed 
by a qualified person, These items 
must be disposed of in an 
environmentally sensitive way in 
compliance with state 
environmental rules and 
regulations. The remaining metal 


is crushed into large bales of scrap 
metal, This material is shipped to a 
port possibly in New York City for 
purchase by a company interested 
in the scrap metal, In most 
instances, the scrap metal is 
purchased by companies in Japan, 
Korea and the Far East and shipped 
to those destinations, At this point, 
the material known as frag is used 
as a recycled metal in items 
including automobiles.

A tradition of qualit

n the words of Tevye, the poor 

but honest milkman in Fiddler 
on the Roof’s community of 
Anatevkya “tradition” keeps the 
family together, in the real life 
community of Woburn the 
Kenney family. is perpetuating tra- 
dition, 

The family is celebrating 
58-years of tradition as Kenney’s 
Delicatessen and Caterers by 
bringing in the third generation to 
run the business. 

Paul Kenney, the second gener- 
ation has announced that his son 
Matthew, 22, will be part of the 
management team of the store 
started by Paul’s father, Thomas. 

Matt graduated from Rhode 
Island’s Johnson and Wales in 


May with a Bachelor's degree in_- 


Management, from the school’s 
Entrepreneur program. 

“When I got out of school I 
took over the operation of food 
and employees. My father is 
working on bringing in the cus- 
tomers,” he-said, 

However, Matt's entry into the 
business has not stopped Paul 
from jumping behind the counter 
and making sure that lunch orders 
are filled correctly and speedily. 

“T’m thrilled to have him in the 
business,” Paul said during a 
break in customers, 

Matt has some definite plans 
for the business which are based 
as much on his work experience at 
the site as they are on the theories 
he has learned in school. 

Matt's real qualification for 
being brought into the business is 
that he has been working at it 
since he was 13-years-old. 

Because of this earlier service, 
he understands “the continuing 
evolution process” the business 
has been going through and the 


tradition of quality that has helped 
the business grow since its start in 
1933, 

At that time the store was start- 
ed as a delicatessen, it has now 
evolved into a business that is 50 
percent delicatessen and 50 per- 
cent catering, 

According to Matt, “When my 
father got out of college, we were 
basically a little grocery store. He 
made the changes you see today. 

“That's why I’m glad to come 
in and take some of the pressure 
off,” Matt added. 

He has a two-fold five year 
pian to see the catering business 
grow and yet keep the deli as a 
neighborhood affair. “This fall we 
will start a program to attract new 
customers,” 

He also noted that the program 
would include having the employ- 
ees of the store “get to know our 
customers. 

“We are trying to get the cus- 
tomer that is looking for the best 
and doesn’t want shortcuts,” Matt 
said, 

Paul remembered his entry into 
the business in 1957 and the time 
he spent at the shop while grow- 
ing up. 

According to Paul, the store 
had the hanging salamis and 
cheeses and the pickle barrel. 

That has all been replaced now 
by a modern display case for the 
deli goods.The cost of the case 
was $1,000-per-square-foot. 

Another addition was the 
restaurant section built by Paul 
about 12-years ago. The bright, 
clean lunch room can used as a 
function hall and many people 
rent it out for events such as baby 
showers, wedding showers, busi- 
ness functions and other uses. 

Other changes that have been 
made are the two on-site kitchens 
that are needed for the catering 
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and deli business. 

Matt said “The deli is what we 
are most famous for. We serve 
real high quality items.” 

Paul added that the stress on 
quality was started with the busi- 
ness. He used the potato salad as 
an example and noted that it is 
made in 25 pound batches “and all 
the potatoes are hand peeled.” 

Paul and Matt noted that other 
deli’s and restaurants in the area 


-are going to packaged goods in 


their sales, Kenney’s is still sell- 
ing hams, roast beefs (made from 
Certified Angus Beef), meatballs, 
salads and other items that were 
made from recipes handed down 
from Paul’s Aunt Molly Kenney, 


“She was a graduate of Fanny 
Farmer's Cooking School and 
committed to doing recipes right,” 
Paul said. 

Matt added, “It is good to be 
able to say that you are the best at 
something.” 

Acording to Matt, “A lot of 
places have cut quality to keep the 
prices down. That is one thing we 
didn’t do.” 

He noted that several cus- 
tomers have personally thanked 
the Kenneys for not cutting quali- 
ty especially in the tight economic 
times. 

“That was my father’s doing, I 
was still in college,” Matt said. 

“We have never had to apolo- 
gize for our quality in 58-years,” 
he added. 

Paul said of his fight to keep 
quality when the. temptation was 
to cut “Once you cut quality, you 
cut your throat.”” 

Although one of Matt's goals is 
to keep the deli as a neighborhood 
place, the father and son note that 
many customers come from out- 
side of Woburn to visit the 487 
Main Street site. 

“We have a kind of cult follow- 
ing,” Matt 

Paul said “You can pretty much 
set'your watch by some of our 
customers.” He noted that one 
mother and daughter come in ona 
weekly basis from Wakefield. 

The farthest points are the peo- 
ple that come from Cape Cod to 
purchase the salads and other deli 
goods at Kenney’s. 

Paul also noted that one person 
makes a weekly trip down from 
Nashua, New Hampshire and 
another customer ha 
shipped to an address int Florida 

Paul noted that working at the 
store has not been just a tradition 
of the Kenney family. 

Several other Woburn familics 
have also had more than one per- 
son work there. 

“We're pretty much a staple of 
the community,” Matt punned. 

According to Paul, as many as 
three to four kids in one family 
have worked for the store 
throughout the years,
